The figures they compile are 
sent to the Labor Department's 
Buieau

economic indicators, the Con- 
sumer Price Index. 


Monthly Report 
This is the monthly 
report 
that shows the price trends for 
food, clothing, housing, 
trans- 
portation, medical care and rec- 
reation—that 
pinpoints 
the 
pinch you feel as the cost of liv- 
ing continues to rise. 


"On the whole, it is quite an 
accurate 
statistic," 
said 
Dr. 
Joel Popkin, the bureau's assist- 
ant 
commissioner 
for 
prices. 
Grovernment statisticians figure 


on no more than a one-tenth of 
one per cent error in the fig- 
ures. 


The bureau has been compil- 
mg the living cost reports for 50 
years, periodically updating the 
items sampled to account for 
changing spending patterns and 
new products. The latest revi- 
sion was in 1964. 


Worst In 20 Years 
The index for the past year 
has 
shown a steady rise in 
prices at a rate of 6 per cent or 
more, 
the 
worst 
inflationary 
climb in 20 years. 


The 
report 
is 
compiled 
in 
terms of index points and per- 
centages, not 
in doUars 
and 
cents, but can be readily con- 
verted into money terms. 


For instance, the April index 
for all items showed a climb of 
eight index points from March, 
up from 133.2 to 134. This repre- 
sented a rise of six-tenths of one 
per cent for the month. 


The index figure, based on av- 
eraged 1957-59 prices, means it 
took $134 in April to pay for the 
same "market basket" of hypi- 
cal family goods and services

Companion Report' 


A companion report, based on 
average weekly wages for some 
industry payi-oll figures, shows 
45 million rank-and-file workers 
and how they are faring with in- 
flation. The April report said 
the weekly wage of $117.98 was 
up 6 cents in pay, but down 43 
cents in purchasing power be- 
cause of inflation. The average 
wage was up $6.23 over the year, 
but down 20 cents in purchasing 
powei*. 


'The price index covers costs 
"of everything people buy for 
living—food, clotliing. 
automo- 
biles, homes, house furnishings, 
household supplies, fuel, drugs 
and recreational goods: fees to 
doctors, lawyers, beauty shops; 
rent, repair costs, 
transporta- 
tion fares, public utility costs 
etc," the bureau said. 


Taxes Included 
"In pricing lawyers fees, for 
instance, a sampler will price 
the fee for a short form will,"

The price index also includes 


sales, excise and real

al property taxes because they 
are not directly associated with 
the costs of goods or services. 


Some items are priced evci-y 
month over a period of several 
days or weeks; other items that 
do not show too froquont cost 
changes will be sampled only 
ever tJiree months or so.

Labor Leaders,

Wednesday the President's plan 
for calling public attention to

out reducing inflation. 


Scrnie business executives and 
economists 
expressed 
disap- 
pointment that the President did 
not go far enough in the area of 
wage and pi ice controls. 


Others lauded the President's 
•tand, saying they found his 
•peeech reassuring. 


"President Nixon's latest pro- 
gram against inflation is, like 
his previous policies and tactics 
in the economic area, weighted 
•gainst the American worker," 
said Paul Jennings, president of 
the 
Intel-national 
Union 
of 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers. 


"It includes nothing . . . 
to 
bring down interest rates, noth- 
ing to coi-rect the imbalance be- 
tween high prices and inadequ- 
ate wages, and nothing to put a 
brake on excess profits," he 
said. 


Paul Samuelson, economist at

speech as "anticlimactic," and

Sukarno Near 


Death, Report 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP> 
- 
I^rmer President Sukarno was 
reported near death today. "It 
is only a matter of time now," 
said one of the relatives who 
gathered at the hospital bedside 
of Indonesia's George Washing- 
ton. 


An attending physician 
said 
the chances of Sukarno's surviv- 
ing were 25-75 against him. 


"We are doing our best, but 
the old man is very weak," the 
doctor said. Now 69, Sukarno, 
has 
suffered 
fi'om 
kidney 
stones, high blood pre.ssure and 
a cii'culatory ailment for sever- 
al years. 


He was rushed to the army 
hospital Tuesday 
night 
in 
a 
coma. He reportedly regained 
consciousness after reaching the 
hospital but was unatde to speak 
to his divorced first wife, Fat- 
mawati, and to his children who 
came to see him. 


Earlier this year Sukarno was 
taken to the hospital, but he res- 
ponded then to treatment and 
was returned to the spacious, 
lonely mansion on the edge of 
Jakarta where he has been un- 
der house arrest since he was 
deposed in 1966. 


Once the playboy of the east- 
ern world, Sukarno reluctantly 
granted a divorce to one of his 
five official wives in 1967, to two 
others last year-—among them 
Fatmawati—and 
to 
his 
fifth, 
Ratna Sari Dewi, a 29-year-old 
former Tokyo nightclub hostess, 
last January. 


Postal Reform 


Remains 'Alive' 


WASHINGTON iAP) — The 
House has defeated efforts to 
block reform of the Post Office 
Department 
and 
approved 
a 
measure 
banning 
compulsoi-y 
union membership for mailmen. 


An amendment by Rep. Jim 
Wright. D-Tex., to kill the re- 
form plan, grant workers an 8 
per cent pay raise and fire 
striking postal workers was de- 
feated Wednesday 105-57. 


The house then amended the 
bill to create an independent, 
self-supporting U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice. raise pay 8 per cent, and 
permit each worker to decide 
whether to join a union. 


Opponents of the ban against 
compulsory union 
membership 
said it would throw the balance 
of power in pay negotiations to 
management 
and 
supercede 
state union laws. 


Rep. 
Edith 
Green, 
D-Ore., 
argued postal unions should be 
permitted to enlist 
maximum 
support 
for negotiations 
with 
management that will be under 
pressure to keep wages low. 


Rep. Moiris K. UdaU, D-Ariz., 
said 
the House-approved 
ban 
"for the first time will reach the 
long arm of the federal govern- 
ment" into the 39 states that 
permit 
compulsory 
unionism 
and exempt mailmen from state 
laws. 


The vote on the amendment 
bv Rep. David N. Henderson, 
D-N.C., was 179 to 95. 


The 
Henderson 
amendment 
inserts into the bill the language 
of executive orders by President 
Nixon 
and 
former 
President 
John F. Kennedy that mailmen 
have the right to join or refrain 
from joining unions. 


The 11 postal unions count 
about 600,000 of the counti-y's 
740,000 mail workers as mem- 
bers. 


At Steady Pace 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A rise 
in living costs of four-tenths of 
one per cent lasit month addled 
to ihe nation's worst inflation- 
ai-y spiral in twenty years but a 
goveniment official sadd there 
has been a "significant" slow- 
ing of the pace of price hikes in 
recent montlhis. 


Costs of aill major cadegories 
were 
up, with 
itransportation 
and clcithing posting the largiest 
price hikes in May, the Bureau 
of Labor Statdstics said. 


The bui'eau figured the May 
rise at five-tenths of one per 
cent on a seasonally adjusted 
basis for the fourillh sti'-aight 
month, because food prices rose 
instead of dropping as usual in 
May. 


"The

cemt rate of November, Decein- 
bei-, and January," 
said 
Dr. 
Joel Popkin, assisitant commis- 
sioner of the bureau. 


"It has come down to five- 
tenths of one per cent monthly 
changes, which is significant," 
he said of the pasit four monthst. 


He added that the four-tenths 
actual rise in May was more 
significant 
to 
consumers 
be- 
cause lit reflected prices they 
had to pay, while the seascmal 
figure 
of 
five-tenths was of 
more inlterest to economic ana- 
lysts. 


The May inorcase boosted the 
government's 
Consumer 
Price 
Index ito 134.6, meaning it cost 
S13.46 last 
month 
for 
every 
.$10.00 worth of typical family 
spending in the 1937-59 pei-iod on 
v/hich the index is based. The 
four-tenths of one per cent rise 
was the smallest since last Jan»- 
uary, when it was also four- 
tenths but f i g u i ^ seasonally as 
a six-itentlvs rise. 


The bureau also repoiV.ed that 
some 45 million 'rank and fil'c 
workers gained $1.0fi a week to 
an average pay cheek of $118.72 
weekly in May because of a 
two-cent hourly rise nn pay and 
a sQightly longer work week.

Purchased By 
Park Service 
MUNISING — Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Kolbus amnounced Wed­ 
nesday they reluctantly signed 
over 
ownership of Munising 
Falls, one of the top tourist at­ 
tractions in the Upper Penin­ 
sula to the National Park Ser­ 
vice. 


The 20-acre ai-ca, which is 
located in Bast Munising, is sit­ 
uated within the inner bounda­ 
ries of the Pictured Rocks Na­ 
tional Lakeshore, is visi'ted ani- 
nually by thousainds of tourists. 
In addition to charging a snr.all 
fee to sightseers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Kolbus also owned and opera­ 
ted a souvenir shop in the com­ 
plex. 


Price Not Disclosed 


The falls have been owned 
by the Kolbus family since 1916 
and operated as a tourist at­ 
traction for the past 14 years 
by the present owners. At a 
meeting of the Munising City 
Commission held two w ee^ 
ago, Mrs. Kolbus revealed that 
the offer 
made by the Park 
Service was less than they 
could realize from itts operation 
over a 10-year period. The fi­ 
nal pui’chase price was not dis­ 
closed by the couple. 


Mr. and Mrs. Kolbus told 
The Mining Journiil this morn­ 
ing, “That mounting pressures 
prompted the reluctant sale of 
our most valuable 
asset. W© 
had no alt.ernative but to sign 
our property 
away to be in­ 
cluded im the Pictured Rocks 
National Lakesliore. On June 3, 
we received a lelicr from the 
Liiiid Acquisition officer in­ 
forming us that if we did not 
enter into a purchase agree­ 
ment by June 15, our property 
would be included in <the next 
eminent 
domain 
proceedings 
(condemnation).** 


Would Lose Concession 


“On Tuesday, June 9, Rich­ 
ard Stanton, chief of the land 
acquisition office, Washington, 
D. C., came to Munisiing to dis­ 
cuss the matter with us. We 
were told at that time that the 


government would not submit 
their final offer if we went into 
court with over the selling 
price and that they would, in 
fact, enter their first offer, 
which was considerably less 
and that none oi this money 
would be set aside in courts” 


He also stated that judicial 
proceedings in such a case 
would take about two years and 
that when the transaction was 
turned over to federal attor­ 
neys, the couple 
would 
lose 
itheir concession rights. Mr. and 
Mrs. Kolbus said that a con­ 
tract was drawn up on June 9 
by Stanton and left, with tliem 
that evening. 


**Great Loss’* 


“A f t e r much discussion,** 
Mrs. Kolbus s^d, “We came to 
the conclusion Uiat we could 
not survive two years without 
the income from our falls, nor 
could We endure 
the painful 
and expensive ordeal we would 
experience through prolonged 
court action. On June 12, after 
six yeiars of anxiety and uncer­ 
tainty, we could 
stand it no 
longer.** 


Mrs. Kolbus said, “That des­ 
pite my husband’s strong ob­ 
jections, we signed the contract 
before the deadline so that we 
could operate the complex for 
two more 
years and 
recoup 
some oi what we feel is a great 
monetary loss.” 


The Munising couple 
will 
continue operation of the Muni­ 
sing Falls for the remainder of 
this year and all of the 1971 
season, 


“We were assisted in our at­ 
tempt,” Mrs. Kolbus said, “to 
receive adequate compensation 
for 
Munising Falls 
by State 
Rep. Dominic Jacobetti 
(D- 
Negaunee) and for this we are 
very grateful.’*

Then 
comes the switch—^to a more 
expensive model. 


Cabinet Scheme 


In the 
cabinet 
scheme, 
a 
sewing machine is to be given 
away “free.” The catch is that 
a cabinet must be purchased to 
qualify

machine. 
NBBB says the cost of the 
machine and a handsome pro- 
iiiit are Included in the price of 
the cabinet. In offerings of this 
kind, the value of the machine 
may be overstated by several 
times.

NBBB says some firms sell 
sewing machines only in con­ 
junction with discount certifi­ 
cates. The true price of the 
machine, according to NBBB, is 
much lower than the inflated 
“advertised price” 
when sold 
alone. 


Honest contests are of limit­ 
ed duration and true discounts 
are. temporary 
reductions in 
real value established over a 
significant period of time on 
the open market.

State Charade 


The governor of Michigan is playing politics 
again. 


After issuing executive oi’ders banning 
eommercial and sports fishing (it’s all right to 
sports fish now under a special i^rmit, but not 
all right to keep the fish) in Michigan waters 
of Lake Huron, Lake Erie, Lake St. Clair, the 
St. Clair River and the Detroit River because 
of mercury contamination, chopiMng the lesrs ont 
from under dozens of commercial enterprises in 
southeastern Michisran which relied on fish and 
fishermen, Gov. William Milliken named a task 
force to develop recommendations for compen­ 
sating those people who have suffered econ- 
omicaHy because of the ban. 


The task force announced this week that 
it will hold public hearings in Mount Clemens, 
Poi*t Huran and Monroe next month on the 
problem. 


“We w-ant to extermine the extent of the 
suffering,” said Carl Johnson of Grand Rapids, 
chairman of the task force. 


A noble statement. A noble sresture. Even 
tl^A use of the woixîs “task force** lends a cer­ 
tain stature to the gix)up that wouldn't be ap­ 
parent if the governor had appointed a mere 
“committee.”

There is no money available to compensate 
those people whose lives have been changed by 
the executive orders. There are no federal funds, 
either. 


The commercial fishermen of Delta County 
were told that months ajro. 


And the local situation isn’t anywhere near 
as complicated as that in southeastern Mich­ 
igan — just a few fishermen with thousands of 
dollars tied up in nets, rope, floats, boats and 
other equipment. In southeastern Michigan, the 
“Task Force** must deal with boat liveries, tackle 
shops, bait shops, commercial fishermen, sports 
fishermen. 


Taking it one step fui*ther, how much should 
Michigan compensate Standard Oil Co. for loss 
of gasoline sales at marinas? How much should 
the state pay fishing tackle companies for the 
loss of sales at sport shops? How much should 
Michigan pay restaurant owners for the drop 
in customers because the físhermen are staying 
home? 


Certainly there has been an economic im­ 
pact in the area as a result of the fishing bans, 
but the state and federal treasuries are not de­ 
signed to be economic insurance policies to pro­ 
tê t the people against business setbacks. 


If the state does not have money available 
to compensate commercial fishermen in the Es­ 
canaba area for equipment rendered worthies-« 
by an administrative action of the state, then 
!t*s folly to even consider compensation in south­ 
eastern Michigan. 


Even worse is to lead people to believe they 
have something coming beyond the redress 
which should be available in the courts acrainst 
the ñrms which contaminated the water. That’s 
where the answer lies, not with a “task force** 
to develop reconimendations. It’s time the pol­ 
itical masquerade ends.

Swiss industry, leaving the big 
metal-working establishments,

The governor of Michigan is playing politics 
again. 
After issuing executive orders banning 
commercial and sports fishing (it’s all right to 
sports fish now under a special permit, but not 
all right to keep the fish) in Michigan waters 
of I>ake Huron, Lake Erie, Lake St. Clair, the 
St. Clair River and the Detroit River because 
of mercury contamination, chopping the legs out 
from under dozens of commercial enterprises in 
southeastern Michigan which relied on fish and 
fishermen. Gov. William Milliken named a task 
force to develop recommendations for compen­ 
sating those peonle who have suffered econ­ 
omically because of the ban. 
The task force announced this week that 
it will hold public healings in Mount Clemens, 
Port Huron and Monroe next month on the 
problem. 
“We want to extermine the extent of the 
suffering,” said Carl Johnson of Grand Rapids, 
chairman of the task force. 
\ pobV statement. A noble gesture. Even 
He use of the words “task force” lends a cer­ 
tain stature to the group that wouldn’t be ap­ 
parent if the governor had appointed a mere 
“committee.” 
It’s all a big charade.

There is no monev available to compensate 
those peonle whose lives have been changed by 
the executive orders. There are no federal funds, 
either. 
Tile commercial fishermen of Delta County 
were told that months ago. 
And the local situation isn’t anywhere near 
as complicated as that in southeastern Mich­ 
igan — just a few fishermen with thousands of 
dollars tied up in nets, rope, floats, boats and 
other equipment. In southeastern Michigan, the 
“Task Force” must deal with boat liveries, tackle 
shops, bait shops, commercial fishermen, sports 
fishermen. 
Taking it one step further, how much should 
Michigan compensate Standard Oil Co. for loss 
of gasoline sales at marinas? How much should 
the state pay fishing tackle companies for the 
loss of sales at sport shops? How much should 
Michigan pay restaurant owners for the drop 
in customers because the fishermen are staying 
home? 
Certainly there has been an economic im­ 
pact in the area as a result of the fishing bans, 
but the state and federal treasuries are not de­ 
signed to be economic insurance policies to pro­ 
tect the people against business setbacks. 
If the state does not have money available 
to compensate commercial fishermen in the Es­ 
canaba area for equipment rendered worthies* 
by an administrative action of the state, then 
it’s folly to even consider compensation in south­ 
eastern Michigan. 
Even worse is to lead people to believe they 
have something coming beyond the redress 
which should be available in the courts against 
the firms which contaminated the water. That’s 
where the answer lies, not with a “task force” 
to develop recommendations. Ifs time the pol­ 
itical masquerade ends.

Many slams depend on distri­

worked well here. After East 
doubled four clubs I ran to 
four diamonds, announcing the 
ace, and Mike bid four hearts, 
likewise showing the ace.

Appeals would, under the bill, 
be made directly to the State 
Appeals Count.

Aaron grew up in a St. Louis 
ghetto with “welfare checks 
and all,”

joined the Marines. Then while 
working for the Amehitka Fire 
Department for 18 months un­ 
der a minority hiring program, 
he decided he could provide 
the service better than his em­ 
ployers. So with personal sav­ 
ings, bank capital and a group 
of fire protection experts for 
a board of directors, 
Aaron 
started renting. 


Many people, Aaron believes, 
went out on a limb to support 
the company because it repres­ 
ented black capitalism. 


However, 
race is not the 
major factor in the company’s 
hiring and training programs, 
Aaron says. The training pro­ 
gram, he says, is geared more 
to disadvantaged persons, those 
with limitations in their edu­ 
cation, economic, or cultural 
backgrounds. 


“If the individual demon­ 
strates leadership qualities and 
aptitude, even if he has a lim­ 
ited educational background, 
he deserves the chance to try,” 
Aaron says. 


After graduating from col­ 
lege, Aaron joined the Seattle 
Urban League, a minority-aid 
organization. The league later 
participated in the company’s 
training and hiring programs, 
but Aaron doesn’t think minor- 


ity hiring requirements such as 
those set by the federal gov­ 
ernment should be enforced 
rigidly. 


“If I hire an unemployed 
Virginia miner who has five 
kids to support,” Aaron says, 
“I think I’m doing just as 
much good as if I’d hired a 
ghetto dropout with no de­ 
pendents.”

“Prices are obtained 
per­ 
sonal visit to a representative 
sample of about 18,000 retail 
stores and service establish­ 
ments where wage and clerical 
workers buy goods and services, 
including among the establish­ 
ments chain stores, independent

restaurants, 
professional people, and repair 
and service shops. Rental rates 
ar^ obtained from about 40,000 
tenants,” the bureau said. 


The field samples are mailed 
to the bureau’s Washington of­ 
fice, where Louis B. Woytych’s 
Division of Data Collection han­ 
dles it. 


Many of toe bureau’s 200 cler­ 
ical and statistical experts then 
pore through the stacks of raw 
data and prepare it for feeding 
into a computer for the final 
compilation of the price figures. 


The final figures are closely 
guarded until Popkin announces 
and analyzes them for newsmen 
at a scheduled news conference 
every month. 


“The Consumer Price Index is 
used widely to guide ’family 
budgeting 
and to understand 
what is happening to family fi­ 
nances,” the bureau said. 


“It is used extensively in la- 
bor-management 
contracts 
to 
adjust wages. Automatic adjust­ 
ments based on changes in the 
index are incorporated in some 
wage contracts and in a variety 
of other types of contracts, such 
as long-term leases,” it added. 


“In addition, the CPI is used 
as a measure of changes in the 
puichasing power of the dollar 
for such diverse pui'poses as ad­ 
justing royalties, pensions, wel­ 
fare payments, and occasionally 
alimony payments,” the bureau 
said. 


“It is also used widely as a re­ 
flection of inflationary or defla­ 
tionary trends in the economy,” 
it said. 


Popkin said the criticism the 
reiDorts do get occasionally are 
usually based on estimates of 
quality 
changes 
in pioducts, 
which the bureau constantly re­ 
views and adjusts. A cun’ent 
study is testing new methods of 
determining the quality of hous­ 
ing to adjust rental estimates, 
“The sampling error is deter­ 
mined to be quite small,” Pop­ 
kin said. 
“Our conclusion is 
that, on balance, for commodi­ 
ties there is no reason to sus­ 
pect any bias in the index.” 


In oUier words, Popkin be­ 
lieves his statisticians are doing 
an accurate job of telling you 
exactly how painful inflation is 
and pinpointing where it hurts 
your pocketbook most.

“The Consumer Price Index is 
used widely to guide 'fam ily 
budgeting 
and

what is happening to family fi­ 
nances.” the bureau said. 
“ It is used extensively in la- 
bor-m anagement 
contracts 
to 
adjust wages. Automatic adjust­ 
m ents based on changes in the 
index are incorporated in some 
wage contracts and in a variety 
of other types of contracts, such 
as long-term leases,” it added. 
“ In addition, the CPI is used 
as a m easure of changes in the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
for such diverse purposes as ad­ 
justing royalties, pensions, wel­ 
fare payments, and occasionally 
alimony paym ents,” the bureau 
said. 
“ It is also used widely as a re­ 
flection of inflationary or defla­ 
tionary trends in the economy,” 
! it said. 
Popkin said the criticism the 
reports do get occasionally are 
usually based on estim ates of 
quality 
changes 
in 
products, 
which the bureau constantly re­ 
views and adjusts. A current 
' study is testing new methods of 
determ ining the quality of hous­ 
ing to adjust rental estim ates. 
“ The sampling error is deter­ 
mined to be quite sm all,” Pop­ 
kin 
said. 
“Our conclusion 
is 
that, on balance, for commodi­ 
ties there is no reason to sus­ 
pect any bias in the index.” 
In other words, Popkin be­ 
lieves his statisticians are doing 
an accurate job of telling you 
exactly how painful inflation is 
and pinpointing where it hurts 
your pocketbook most.

Simpson's 
Could Ig n ite Warfare 


DENVER (AP) — Possible 
open warfare between the NCAA 
and the professional American 
Basketball Association over the 
Denver Rockets signing a Mich­ 
igan State star with two years' 
^ ib ility left apparently has 
been averted by league action 
rejecting the contract. 


Less than 24 hours after the 
Rockets announced they had 
signed Ralph Simpson as “a 
hardship case,” ABA Commis- 
sioner Jack Dolph turned thumbs 
down. 


Dolph said Wednesday in a 
statement that “if such a cbn- 
tract does in fact exist and is 
submitted to the commissioner,” 
it would be rejected and a $10,- 
000 fine assessed against the 
Denver club. 


Nothing To Sajr 
Don Ringsby, president and 
general manager of the Rockets, 
had announced Simpson’s signing 
with some fanfare Tuesday. But 
after the commissioner’s state­ 
ment was issued on the first day 
of the ABA’s annual meeting, 
Ringsby said he woidd have 
nothing to say. 


However, he gave strong in­ 
dication the Rockets are not 
likely to risk the fine by adding, 
“I am bound by the action of 
the league at our meeting this 
morning. I could be fined if I 
said anything.” 


Less than a year ago the 
Rockets signed Spencer Hay­ 
wood, a University of Detroit 
star, who like Simpson had 
completed only his sophomore 
year. Denver also termed this 
a hardship situation. 


Played Together 
Simpson and Haywood played 
on the same team at Detroit’s 
Pershing High School and the 
Michigan State player, who aver­ 
aged 29 points per game for the 
Spartans last season, said 
he 
hoped to play on the same squad 
again with Haywood. Last March 
the Rockets tore up Haywood’s 
contract and negotiated a new 
one for $1.9 million over six 
years. 


Dol{^ issued his statement in 
the Simpson case after that 


NCAA headquarters in Kansas 
City has called upon member 
schools to boycott the ABA. 


Later, University oi Kentucky 
Coach Adolph Rupp, president 
of the National Association of 
Basketball Coaches, announced, 
“The air is cleared.” 


Boycott Over 
*‘It’s all over,” Rupp said, ap­ 
parently referring to the call for 
a boycott. “I’ve had a call from 
Commissioner Dolph and it’s all 
over with.” 


The assistant executive di­ 
rector of the NCAA, Arthur 
Bergstrom, said at Kansas City 
the collegiate organijwwtion would 
have no further comment im­ 
mediately. He said “we’ll just 
hold that in abeyance and see 
what happens regarding Simp­ 
son.” 


Dolph said at a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday night that of­ 
ficials of two ABA clubs had 
been contacted by a man identi­ 
fying himself as Simpson. “I’d 
rather not say what franchises 
these were and we have no proof 
it was Simpson who actually 
made the calls,” he said. 


Asked about the possibility of 
court 
action 
concerning 
the 
Sunpson-Rocket contract, Dolph 
said, “If we haive to go to court, 
we will.” 


VMatef Bylaws 
In his statement earlier, Dolph 
said the Rockets’ signing of 
Simpson “violates provisicms of 
the American Basketball Asso­ 
ciation bylaws. . .which prohibit 
any member club from signing 
players whose college eligibility 
has not expired.”

LANSING (AP) — The Michi- 
gan House passed a $346.8 mil- 
lion budget bill Wednesday that 
would put an average of $7.50 a 
month more into the welfare 
checks of an estimated 72,000 to 
86.000 families. 


Ilic higher payments, subject 
to change by the Senate, would 
increase the State Social Serv­ 
ices Department's operating ap­ 
propriation for fiscal 1970-71 by 
$57.6 million. 


Second highest appropriation 
in Gov. William G. Milliken’s 
budget not counting the 
state 
school aid grant which still is 
being negotiated, the bill passed 
the house on a 6i^27 vote Wed­ 
nesday. It represented a coj.n- 
promise of some $6 million by 
majority Democrats who failed 
to muster enough support to 
pass a higher bill two weeks 
ago. 


The burgeoning welfare bill by 
itself does not unbalance Milli- 
ken's $1.74 billion budget even 
though it amounts to an in­ 
crease of $13 million in the gov­ 
ernor’s proposal. 


Earlier Wednesday. tSie House 
adopted a $37.7 million Senate 
Appropriation for capital outlay 
reflected a decision by a joint 
legislative committee to forego 
•upiport of mo6t new state c<h i- 
atruction projects next year. 


House passage of the welfare 
bill signaled new progress to­ 
ward compromise between both 
parties and houses on other 
apending and tax bottlenecks. 


Another breakfast conference 
was scheduled early today be­ 
tween leaders of the two houses 
negotiating the state school aid 
jprant. There were indications 
Wednesday that agreement was 
near on how to write a reduc­ 
tion in the pi’operty tax credit 
on state income taxes that would 
raise an estimated $70-90 mil­ 
lion in new revenues. Milliken 
called for $63 million by the 
credit cutback. 


House Speaker William A, Ry­ 
an, D-Detix)it. said that if that 
issue could be settled, he expect­ 
ed the House to pi omptly pass a 
1060 million compit>mise school 
aid grant. That would bridge the 
fap between the $1.22 bilUon 
passed by the House in early 
March, and a revised $972 mil­ 
lion that the Senate adopted. 
Both versions contain a $22 mil­ 
lion parochiaid section.

Legally, however, the police 
cannot do anything about the 
musical. whi(^ includes such 
songs as “Sodomy** and *‘Hash- 
ish.” The U.S. supaeme Court 
tied 4-4 recently when it tried to 
decide if “Hair” was obscene, 
thus upholding a lower court 
ruling that “Hair’* is clean 
enough to be seen.
